BY MAYOR IN PERSON 


Zoss Is Conservatively Estimated at 
Two Million Dollars, and It Is 
Feared That Search Will 
Reveal Many More 

. Corpses. 


Hot Springs, Ark., February 25.—Fire 
swept the southern portion of this city 
early today, doing immense damage an‘ 
causing the known death of three per- 
s0ns. The losses are variously estimat- 


ed at one million to two million dollars. } 


Three charred corpses have been found 
among the ruins, and, as several per- 
Bons are reported missing, the death list 
may be increased. The identity of the 
victims hag not been established. 

One of the bodies is supposed to be 
that of a female guest of the Grand Cen- 
tral hotel. 

The fire, which started at 3:30 o’clock 
this morning, was the worst this state 
has ever experienced, and in five hours 
had burned over an area of one square 
mile. Block after block of residences, 
business houses, hotels and other build- 
ings were swept away and the entire 
town was panic stricken, although the 
fire was confined to the southern part 
of the city. Street car wires and tele- 
graph and telephone poles were destroyed 
end these services were temporarily de- 
moralized. 

The fireswept area includes every house 
on Chapel street, all of Market street, 
from Central avenue west; Grange street 
to Grand avenue, and a portion of Oak 
street. 

froperty Destroyed. 

Among the buildings destroyed are the 
Grand Centma! hotel, the Lee house, Moody 
hotel, Plateau hotel, Columbia hote!}, the 
county court house, jail, First Metho- 
@ist church, ‘the Jewish church, and 
residences and stores to a Jarge number, 
conservatively estimated at from 200 to 
260. 

The fire started in the Grand Central 
hotel and its origin is a mystery. All 
of the guests had retired for the night 
and only the night clerk and watchmen 
were on duty when the flames were dis- 
covered. 

A strong north wind was blowing, anda 
before the fire department could reach 
the scene the flames spread rapidly to 
adjoining buildings. A general alarm 
was sounded and every engine In the city 
responded. Guests in the big hotels 
were awakened and hundreds of these 
hastily dressed and repatred to the scene 
of the conflagration. 

The firemen and police worked valiant- 
lv, but their efforts cou'd

At 9 o’clock the fire had practically 
burned itself out and the work of rescue 
and rellef was begun. In the ruins of the 
Grand Central hotel a charred tremaie 
body was found.

may never be known. In a lodging house 
‘wo unknown male conpses were discov- 
ered. 

Mayor Belding issued a proclamation 
calling upon the citizens to open their

The telegraph offices tonight nave been 
flooded wila telegrams from all parts of 
the country, asking if friends and reia- 
tives of the senders are safe. A large 
humber of those messages were probably 
vecusioned by sensational reports sent 
out from here that the loss of life was 
great, Four or five persons are unac- 
counted for, but the only victims that 
ure known to have perished are the 
ihree persons whose bodies have been 
found.

Morgan Explains Position. 


The statehood bill being laid before 
the senate, Mr. Morgan said:

London, February 25.—The birth rate 


: for England and Wales during the year 
; 1904 was 27.9 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, a decrease of 1.3 per 1,000 com- 


pared with the average for the ten years 
1894-1904, and lower than the rate of 
any other year on record. 

This startling fact is shown in a return 
issued by the registrar general. The 
gradual dwindling of the birth rate dur- 
ing recent years may be seen at a glance 
in the following table, showing the per- 
centage of the births to every 1,000 of 
the population:

Not only has-the birth rate fallen ac- 
cordingly to the percentage of the pou- 
lation, but the number of actual] births 
shows a decrease of over 3,000 on the 
figures of 1903, the totals being:

While the birth rate is dwindling, the 
deaths of babies in their first year is 
large. The figures for 
the last quarter only are given, but these 
are representative of the year. 

During the three months that ended in 
December 138,405 deaths were register- 
ed, and of these 30,967 were infants un- 
der one year of age. There were in the 
same periog 228,413 births: Thus for 
every 1,000 babies born 136 died. 

This extraordinary and alarming mor- 
tality varied according to district. It 
is significant that it reached its worst 
aspect among the seventy-six great towns 
in two of the cotton manufacturing 
towns of Lancashire. The following ta- 
ble gives the number of deaths of in- 
fants under one year per 1,000 births:

In the 142 smaller towns the mortality 
is in some cases even worse. Tunstall 
and Lancaster head the List with a pro- 
portion of 274 deaths of infants under 
one year to every 1,000 births, while in 
Burslem the proportion was 264 per 
1,000 and in Macclesfield 255 per 1!,000. 

Excluding the 218 towns, the propor- 
tion for the remainder of England and 
Wales was !!8 deaths of infants to every 
1,000 births.

My patch contained 
14 acres, and, as I lived in a corn growing 
region, I was ambitious to raise the best 
and most corn. I then thought that the 
Secret of success was in fertilization and 
cultivation. I used plenty of barnyard 
manure, kept the field well worked, and 
@s a result, my first crop amounted to 
1,000 bushels, or 114 bushels to the acre, 
which was far above the yield of the 
Test of the farm. That started me to 
studying the subject, and I kept up my 
S6tudies when I went to the Illinois Agri- 
cultural college at Urbana a year or so 
jater. There we had an experimental 
corn patch, and we tried every way we 
could to increase the yield. One means 
was by choosing good sew*. We found 
that certain seed corn produced double 
as many ears as other seed corn, and by 
investigating where the co* came from 
we found that the best was furnished by 
two farmers, oné in Indiana and one in 
Illino!ls. We wrote and asked as to how 
the seed was produced, and found that 
each man had for twenty-five years been 
@@lecting his best seed for planting, judg- 
€me the same by the size, stalk and yield, 
The Indiana man was raising white corn 
and had been breeding up that variety.

| ditor Constitution: In Sunday's issue 
| of The Constitution Professor B. M. Zet- 
tler, referring in pleasing terms, which I

I believe I 
have no lawful right to do so and I have 
no inclination to do so.’

Congress has from time to time grant * 
ed authority for the construction of a 
number of dams to persons desiring to 
utilize the water power furnished by riv- 
ers in the southern states, as well as in 
other sections of the country. There is 
an increasing demand for such water 


powers in the south in view of the ragid | 


growth of manufacturing in that sec- 
tion. There is no disposition on the part 
of congress to prevent the granting of 
the necessary powers to construct dams,

BOLL WORM AND BOLL WEEVIL | 
INSECTS OF DIFFERENT BREED 


ASHINGTON, February 25.— 
(Special.)—The boll worm and 
the boll weevil are two entirely 
different insects. It is necessary to re- 
iterate this, in order to correct an im- 
pression made by a short telegram ap- 
pearing in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion. This telegram made reference to a 
treatise upon the worm, prepared by 
Messre. Quaintance and Bishop of the 
bureau of entomology. A fuller synopsis 
of this paper than that furnished in the 
telegraphic dispatches may be interest- 
ing throughout the south. 
The present work against the bol! 
worm, the bulletin states, has been con- 
ducted largely in Texas in view of the

Especial attention has 
been given to the study of parasites and 
predaceougs enemies of the worm, and 
many foreign entomologists have been 
communicated with in an effort to find 
some effective insect enemy.

Northwestern Railroad Stocks Jump 
~ Up Every Day and Some of 
Them Seem To Have No 
Top—Big Deal in South- 
ern Properties. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, February 25.+(Special.)—As 
the shares of the Northwestern railroad 
stocks continue to climb, reaching new 
high records, the feeling is growing in 
Wall street that there must be some- | 
thing back of it all besides an early, 
winding up of Northern Securities assets. | 
James J. Hill told an intimat@ friend a 
week ago, when Great Northern pre- 
ferré’ stock was selling around 260 {the 
latter having expressed surprise at he 
gharp rise up to that time), that it would 
probably sell a hundred points higher, if 
his friend would wait in patience @ little 
time. Great Northern had reached 300 
by the middle of this week. It goes up 
6 points at a clip, as if somebody had to 
have it. Northern Pacific has also been 
bid up sharply, without bringing out any 
@etock. Northern Securities appears to 
have no top. Union Pacific keeps break- 
ing records, but there seems to be a 
reason for this outside of any possible 
Geal among the western roads. Union 
Pacific is earning upward of 12 per 
cent on its common stock, and it could 
easily increase the rate from 4 to 6 
per cent. This would justify a price of 
140, as stock market values go. Few 
persons in Wall street expect a dividend 
of more than 5 per cent on Union Pa- 
eific common in the near future, but it 
@ the habit to discount the future, 
hat is what is being done in the case 
of Union Pacific, though there is unques- 
tionably a big dea] coming, which, when 
the details are announced, will tend to 
put the price up, if events have not al- 
ready been discounted by that time, 

But what is putting up Northern Secu- 
sities and &s subsidiary shares? Opin- 
fons in high circles differ radically. A 
banKer close to Mr. Hill told me a 
few days ago that ‘‘apparent competition 
among important interests,’ probably 
meaning those which fought each other 
during the Northern Pacific panic, might 
put these stocks considerably higher, al- 
though he did not g0 into details. An- 
other close ‘friend of Mr. Hill, when asked 
about the situation agsnong the rival in- 
terests in Northern Securities, replied: 

Harriman and Morgan. 

“aly is perfect harmony, and anybody 
who suggests anything to the contrary 
does not know the real facts. Why, I 
have seen Mr. Harriman in Morgan's of- 
fice, hobnobbing with the latter and ex- 
changing pleasantries as if they were two 
brothers. If they were fighting each 
other they would not do this—even — 
appearance sake. There is the best 0 
understanding between them, and 1 have 
mo doubt whatever that there is a per- 
fect understanding 4s to how the distri- 
bution of Northern Securities assets will 
work out; also as to how the railroads 
in the northwest are to be controlled. 
It is this fact that accounts for the rise 
in those stocks. Both St. Paul and 
Nortbwetsern will be provided for, and 
there wil] be no more conflict in that 
territory during the present generation. 
Of course, nothing can be done until the 
Harriman suit in court is disposed of. It 
would be contempt of court to do any- 
thing until that event transpires.

If the theory here offered is correct, 
there is no competitive buying of the 
Northwestern stocks, but pending deals 
for the readjustment of railroads in that 
territory account for the great rise in 
values. In the case of Great Northern 
there is reason to believe that the com- 
pany Is about to dispose of its iron ore 
properties, which are very valuable, to 
the United States Steel corporation. This 
would add much to the cash value of the 
Great Northern's assets, probably in- 
creasing its earning capacity. The pop- 
ular assumption fs that Great Northern 
would be willing to take In return a good 
@ecurity—say 4 collateral trust bond, 
@uaranteed principal and interest by the 
United States Steel corporation. It Is 
reported that Great Northern derives 
from its mining properties earnings of a 
million dollars a year. 

Satisfactory evidence has been obtained 
that a big deal among southern itron 
properties is sending and it is only a 
question of time when it will be com- 
pleted. Whether !t will work out to the 
liking of some of the men who have been 
prominently identified with certain of 
those properties there is reason to doubt. 
They were caught napping by certa'n 
speculative persons, who saw an opnor- 
tunity to make a big coup. The outcome 
‘s likely to be highly interesting. Some 
are asking whether the classification of 
the Tennessee Coal and Tron dtrectory 
@rill interfere with the plans of the new | 
promoters. It may turn out that, after 
all. there ghas been & wheel within a 
wheel, and indirect means were used to 
bring about a grand combination, of 
which the Standard Of! crowd will event- 
wally turn up as the head. But there 
are plenty of persons who believe that 
the Standard people have received a seri 
ous setback, and that they have been 
caught unawares by men who are fre- 
quently employed by Morgan.

EARNED BY RAILROADS 


In Address Before Senate 


Committee on Interstate 


Commerce L. A. Dean, of Rome, Pre- 
sented Interesting Figures. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., February 
W 26.—(Special.)—In his address 

before the senate committee 
on interstate commerce, L. A. Dean, 
of Rome, presented some highly 
interesting figures relative to freight 
rates, in support of his contention that 
freight rates are now excessive. 

After quoting the decisions of the su- 
preme court as to the basis of calcula- 
tion of the reasonableness of freight 
rates, Mr. Dean said: 

“That existing freight rates are ex- 
cessive may be shown by calculations 
based on facts stated in the report on 
statistics of railways prepared by the 
interstate commerce commission for the 
‘year ending June 30, 1903. From this 
report it appears that the net earnings 
of the raflroads tn the United States were 
sufficient to pay & per cent dividend on 
the capital stock of al] the roads and 
leave a surplus or excess of $277,680,534: 
It is familiar history that all roads are 
capitalized and bonded for vastly more 
than their value. We may safely as- 
sume that the capital stock represents 
more than the value of all railroad 
property in the United States. If this 
is denied you have but to refer to the 
tax returns and assessments of the sev- 
eral states to show that for the year 
1903 the aggregate tax, state, county 
and municipal, paid by railroads. only 
aggregated a sum equal to .94 per cent 
on the capital stock. Every citizen knows 
that .94 per cent for state, county and 
municipal taxes is not one-half the 
amount paid on other property through- 
out the country. Thus it appears that 
the capital stock elther represents more 
than the value of railroad property, or 
{t is being returned for less than its 
value, 

Have Made 5 Per Cent. 

“Assuming that the capital stock of 
railroads represents fully the value of 
the property, and that §& per cent above 
all operating expenses, repairs, mainte- 
nance and taxes its a fair income; the 
following table which I have caused to 
be compiled from the report on statistics 
of railways shows that for the ten years 
prior tu 1904 the earnings of ralflroads 
in the United States In excess of all ex- 
penditures as above and 5 per cent or: 
capital stock aggregated the enormous 
sum of $1,442,613,622. 

“To this excess add a sum for the ex 
cessive earnings for the year ending 
June 30, 1904, which we assume. wil: 
not be less than that for 1903, to-wit 
$277,680,634. To this add the excessive 
earnings for the years prior to 1894. and

the Rough Riders. Roosevelt, riding on 
| Little Texas, came to a barbed wire 
fence and jumped off. Calling on his 
men to follow, he ran on foot toward 
the slope of Kettle hill and San Juan 
ridge. At first the men did not under- 
‘Stand that the order to charge had been 
given, and Roosevelt found himself 
charging alone across the field. As soon 
as the men realized what their leader 
was doing, however, there was a wild 
yell and a scramble. Long lines of Rough 
Riders and regulars™hegan to surge up 
the slope. The Spaniards in the trenches 
fired a last volley and then fell back im 
a panic. Roosevelt, who was one of 

the first over the trenches, killed a 
Spaniarj with his pistol. Hawkins and 
his gallant regulars had carried another 
Slope of San Juan, and the army was 
now in the trenches overlooking Santiago 

In this fight the Rough Riders lost 
eighty-nine kilied and wounded, the 
heaviest loss suffered by any regiment in 
ithe eavalry division. The total loss t6 
the American army was 1,071. Some 
Spanish prisoners were’ captured. Roose- 
velt and.all other writers who have told 
of this battel pay high tribute to the 
courageous manner in which the Span- 
lards defended their trenches. 

Now came the worst part of the Cuban 
campaign. There were days and days 
of waiting, and the fever came on. Men 
who had stood all kinds of hardships in 
the north were unable to bear up against 
the disordegs resulting from “the tropical] 
Climate and the bad food. Among the 
seriously sick was gallant Captain 
Llewellen. Finally, after a council of 
generals, Roosevelt wrote a letter to 
|General Shafter setting forth the serious 
straits of the army. The result was im- 
mediate. Within three days the army 
was ordered home, Santiago having 
formally surrendered. 

The regiment was landed at Montauk 
Point, where the sick at first suffere! 
for lack of almost everything. Some of 
the sick men died, the malarial fever 
Clinging to them even after they had 
reached this country. But for the kind- 
ness of New York hospitals and societies, 
the soldiers would have suffered severely 
'at Mcntauk, As it was, there was much 
complaint, but finally the men were 
|given everything needful, 

After a month at Montauk, during 
Which McGinty, Darnell and other

four months of service, in which time
